UNPROFITABLE ECONOMY 


One .of the current magazines 
prints a.story that is delightful- 
ly entertaining while it points a 
fine psychological moral. It’s 
about a young man and his wife 
who have gotten into an econom- 
ical rut. In trying to save, they 
have been ‘‘cheap’’ as the wife 
puts it. It has made them live 
as cheap people until even 
their thoughts are narrow and 
stingy. On the strength of an 
imaginary salary raise the wife 
persuades her husband to invest 


‘in a new dress suit for a re- 


zeption. Both proceed to diseard 
their shabby evening clothes. for 
zood, new outfits. And then they 
find that they have a lot to do to 
live up to the respectability of 
those good clothes. 

They don’t plunge into needless 
extravagances. They do increase 
their own self-respect by making 
themselves as neat and attractive 
und as suitably attired as the 
people with whom they associate. 
Soon they find other people look. 
ing upon them with increased in- 
terest and respect. Courage; con- 
fidence, initiative, come to then 
And finally, suecess. 

The husband keeps a earefu! 
‘*dress suit account,’’ recording 
all the expenses entailed by that 
first’ seeming extravagance. Ov 
the credit side of the account he 
notes the many valuable lesson: 
he learns, the social and business 
advantages he gains, the awaken 
ing in himself of latent powers 
for decisive action and_ business 
nchievement. The dress _ suit 
proves te be a paying investment. 
_Lots of people lose their chance 
to get ahead because they are 


‘afraid to make the initial expendi- 


ture. Their self-imposed system 
of economy has infected their 
whole mental attitude with nar. 
rowness and pettiness. 
of the story is true, and valu- 
able. Without sanctioning ex- 
travagance of dress, it may be 
said that in general the least pro- 
fitable economy in the world is 
economy in clothes.
